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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-20, 22-30, 63-64, 68, 71, and 74-75, drawn to deposition of 
nanoparticles followed by an at least partial fusion of said nanoparticles. 

Group 2, claim(s) 76-83, drawn to an ink-jet deposition used to make portions of a 
transistor. 

Group 3, claim(s) 84 and 85, drawn to a definition of patterns by contact lithographic 
printing, with the electrical characteristics of said patterns depending on their 
geometries. 

Group 4, claim(s) 88, drawn to an apparatus with lithographic stamps allowing to 
deposit an hydrophilic liquid onto patterns. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: EP 1223615 
discloses a method of manufacturing an electronic component comprising at least one 
n- or p-doped portion, comprising the steps of: co-depositing inorganic semi-conducting 
nanoparticles and dopant on a substrate, the nanoparticles comprising a group four 
element such as silicon or germanium; fusing the nanoparticles by heating to form a 
continuous layer; and subsequently; recrystallising the layer. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 

invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 

linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
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The species are as follows: 

a. Species I - fusing and recrystallizing the nanoparticles with laser 

b. Species II - fusing and recrystallizing the nanoparticles with a heat source 
other than laser 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.
